Arguments drawn to amended claims are moot, the amendment hasn't been entered. The 
proposed corrections would obviate the 112 2 nd issues raised in the Final office action. In 
particular, the proposed amendments to additional claims are appreciated (e.g. in vivo in the 
preamble and final step of claim 67). However, the proposed amendments would not obviate the 
issue where claims 71, 77, 88 & 92 fail to further limit the claims upon which they depend. 
Inserting the word "single" does not correct the situation because the claim language is open (i.e. 
"the protein target component comprises") and it is still unclear how the protein target 
component of the host cell could not have at least a single protein component (i.e. a gene 
product). The amendment does raise the question more strongly as to what is claimed, 
particularly in reference to embodiments where the target component of the cell is recited to 
comprise a complex of more than one gene product" (hence the 1 12 2 nd issue).
